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The Early Marketing of Domestic Flax- 
seed as an Augury of the Future. 


The unprecedented situation in the flaxseed mar 
ket can be illustrated most cogently by two state- 
ments 

The most valuable cargo that was ever put 
afloat on the Great Lakes left Duluth on Mon- 
when the steamer “Shenango’’ 
cleared for the mill of the Archer- 
Daniels Company of Minneapolis. She carried

1 load of 445,000 bushels of flaxseed, which was 
valued in excess of $1,300,000, the biggest and 
most valuable cargo of flaxseed ever floated 
man American bottom. 

Several days prior to this another cargo, 
almost equal in size and value to that taken on 
the “Shenango” and, up till the latter's clear- 
ince, the largest and most valuable shipped on 
the Great Lakes, also left Duluth for Eastern

Large movements of flaxseed from Duluth are 
not unusual at this period of the year, just prior 
to the close of navigation of the lakes, and the un- 
usual amounts thus recorded are due in a measure 
io the natural anxiety to move the seed eastward 
prior to the icing up of Great Lake harbors. The 
fact that there has been more or less freight con- 
gestion at the head of the

more striking manner could the marked advance in 
flaxseed generally be shown than by the accredited 
valuation of the “Shenango” cargo, averaging, as

For any comprehension of the situation in the 
flaxseed market it will be necessary to look at the 
facts underlying the recent movement. In early 
September flaxseed sold as low as $2.00 a bushel, 
but, with reports of destruction of growing crops 
in the Argentine, and with conflicting reports from 
Canada as to possible crop production there—the 
Canadian crop prognostications being on a parity 
with those from South America, in point of relia- 
bility—there was a sharp advance in price, with

As soon as the climb began and prices topped 
$2.25 a bushel, the farmers began sending their seed 
to market in increasing quantities, with the result 
that on December Il, according tO a _ prominent 
Western handler, more than 79 per cent. of the prob- 
able crop had been sold. In addition to the farmer 
speculative element unloaded, with re- 
sulting declines, which, however, were followed by

The situation, according to the Western handler 
already referred to, and to the best information ob- 
iainable from primary points in this country and

But it must be 
taken into consideration that some of the flaxseed 
now held in Duluth and Canada is owned in Eu- 
rope, that export cake is nearly $10 a ton higher than 
at any time for the past 50 years, and that the re- 
ceipts in Europe from the Argentine for 1915 will 
be about 17,000,000 bushels, as against 26,000,000 
bushels the year before.

Here, then, is the situation: With about 80 per 
ent of this year’s domestic crop already sold; with 
a lessened amount available from the Argentine; 
with the Canadian output problematical because of 
sales to Europe and lack of official data as to real 
production, there seems to be no reason to expect 
sustained lower prices. In fact, with the normal 
consumption of this country from 24,000,000 to 26,- 
000,000 bushels of seed, a moment’s study of the 
ibove data from conservative, but well authenti- 
cated sources will point to its own conclusions. 
Should the anticipated reduction of the govern- 
ment estimate of production be realized, the prob- 
ability of topping any high figure previously regis- 
tered for seed will be enhanced greatly, with conse- 
quent higher prices for linseed oil.

Dishonest Merchants Do Not Buy 
Honest Pumps Unless Law 
So Specifies. 


To the Editor, Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter: 

For further information on the measur- 
ing pumps, | will state as a response to 
the summary of letters printed in your 
issues of Nov. 13 and ® that I agree 
with them all in the fact that even the 
most perfect built pump is subject to in- 
accuracy for measurements at any time: 
and, therefore, the inspector’s seal on the 
pumps is of very little value and often- 
times it serves as a protection to the dis- 
honest merchant in disputes over short 
measure, 

Any measuring apparatus depending for 
its accuracy on a valve that, by the 
smallest particle or a hair, will give a 
large shortage in quantity, should not be 
allowed to be used as a measure. Any 
measuring pump that gives. different 
quantities of discharge by the different 
speeds it is operated should not be al- 
lowed to be used as a measure. The 
only known style of cylinder measuring 
oil pump that is fairly accurate for mea- 
surement is one in which the cylinder i 
submerged in the oil. 

The o-ealled long distance cylinder 
measuring pump, having the measuring 
cylinder in the leg of the pump, with a 
suction pipe leading to the oil supply 
tank, is the style in which the short 
measure occurs most frequently. Owing 
to the small size suction pipe commonly 
ised in this style, 2 whirlpool of air is 
drawn into the suction pipe in the tank 
through a column of liquid up to four- 
teen inches; as this style is a blind mea- 
sure, the shortage caused by this air is 
not noticed until it is measured in the 
customer’s tank. <A partial remedy for 
this would be that the suction pipe to 
the pump be not less than one-half the 
diameter of the cylinder; for example, a 
five-inch diameter cylinder measuring 
pump should not be equipped with less 
than two and one-half-inch diameter suc-

knows the subject from the standpoint 
of the expert pump man, and we think 
his communication will be read with in- 
terest:— 

The writer has 
articles on defective 
puzaps with pleasure. While he is not 
iamiliar with them, and does not 
know how accurate they are, he will 
say that he has heard a great many 
comments of how they are cheating 
the public. The trouble right here is 
not entirely with the pump, the pump 
manufacturer nor the retailer. It is 
more in the public. 

From early childhood everyone is 
taught at school and at home it is 
wrong to tattle—to say a word if he 
sees anything that is not right. In 
my mind this is wrong, and it ex- 
plains why so much cheating is al- 
lowed to go on. You cannot make an 
honest man out of a dishonest man, 
but, if every one would report when 
mot getting a sufficient amount of 
gasoline all pumps would be investi- 
gated oftener, which would result in 
more correct measurement and

weights. We are all too liable to feel 
that the responsibility rests upon 
some detective or officer, but as long 
as these crooks are not reported they 
do not know whom to suspect, conse- 
quently the pumps, measuring cans and 
weights are not tested as often as 
they should be. 

Most all machines are made to work 
and are made to work within a small 
per cent., if not exactly. Of course, 
if something gets under the valve and 
throws the pump off, certainly it is 
cheating the public, and, for this rea-

Dr. William F. Hillebrand, chief 
chemist of the Bureau of Standards in 
Washington, in a lecture at Columbia 
University last Monday, advocated the 
establishment of a government bureau 
to standardize the chemical industry. 
“The work of testing the relative values 
of various methods of analysis and of 
discovering and suggesting standards,” 
said Dr. Hillebrand, “shou'd be in the 
hands of a permanently constituted body 
of well-salaried men under a director of 
the very highest ability as an analyst 
and of excellent tact and judgment. The 


institution should be a court of last 
resort in disputes as to the value of 
articles of commerce that are subject 


to chemical test, not only as to the cor- 
rect chemical composition, but also with 
regard to the causes for the different 
results reported by others, and in gen- 
eral should be a clearing house of infor- 
mation and a source of inspiration in 
all that relates to chemical analysis.” 


Baltimore is to ‘be the gainer in large 
measure by improvements’ to. be

The company has filed on 
10,000 acres of land, which the officers 
of the company claim contain millions 
of tons of oil shale which will produce 
oil and paraffine wax. Experiments 
show, it is declared, that 35 gallons of 
oil and 15 pounds of paraffine wax can 
be secured from a ton of the shale. 
The Scott process is to be used, owned 
by the General Reduction Company of 
New York, in which Charles M. Mc- 
Neill, president of the Utah Copper 
Company, is said to be heavily inter- 
ested. O. W. Ewing, a membér of the 
Board of Directors of the new com- 
pany, and W. R. Wallace, vice-presi- 
dent, declare that shale reduction will 
become one of the large industries of 
this region. The incorporators are Mr. 


Ewing, Mr. Wallace, Lawrence Green, 
James Ingebretsen, M. R. Evans, F. 
S. Murphy and M. A. Keyser. “We 


have closed the deal for the Scott proc- 
ess in Utah,” said Mr. Ewing. “We 
expect to get by-products worth $3 or 
more from every ton of shale, and in 
the 10,000 acres which we have there 
are millions of tons.”

OSTWALD FROCESS BEING

Upon the report which Charles L. Pan 
ns of the Bureau of Mines will make

manufactured, it is of vital importance to 
he army and navy of ‘the United States 
ot to have its supply cut oif in time ol 
war as might be the case if the country 
continues to rely entirely upon Chile for 
its nitrogen. fhe farmers of the coun- 
try also are very much interested in the 
development of a domestic supply of ni- 
trogen, which is used very largely in 
cheap compounds in fertilizers. For that 
reason it was planned when the law pro- 
vid ior the $20,000,000 nitrate plant was 
passed that ar surplus nitrogen pro

Importation and Use of Fertilizers 
in Guadeloupe. 


Fertilizers are imported into Guadeloupe 
solely for use on the sugar plantations 
The continuous plantings and replantings 
of sugar cane have so reduced the fertil- 
ity of the cane fields that fertilizers are 
now a necessity. 

While the exact 


n proportions of the in- 
gredients used by 


the planters depend on 
the condition of the soil and the age of 
the cane plants, the formulas most in 
favor are as follows:—(1) Sulphate of am- 
monia, 30 per cent.; sulphate of potash, 
15; nitrate of soda, 10, and superphosphate 
of lime, 45. (2) Dissolved Peruvian guano, 
“) per cent., and nitrate of sodaz 10. 

Since the outbreak of the European 
war, however, the high prices of sul- 
phate of potash and nitrate of soda have 
forced the planters to abandon the use of 
th ingredients and to substitute a 
much larger proportion of sulphate of 
ammonia. In some cases Peruvian guano 
is being used exclusively. 

Statistics showing the imports of fertil- 
izers for 1915 are not available. but those 


















for previous years show that 2.237 metric 
ions, valued at 540, were imported dur 
ing 1913, and tons, valued at $115,308, 
during 1914. There was one small im- 
portation from the United States during 
1915, amounting to 2.5 tons, valued at 
$510. Owing to the great increase in 
prices caused by the war. the averagé 
cost per ton luring 1914 was about $38, 
wr twice that of 1913. 

Some of the planters prefer to buy 
ready mixed fertilizer, while others buy 


the ingredients and prepare the mixture 
to suit themselves. In any case, how- 
ever, the chemicals are imported in bags 


and come almost entirely from England 
and Framce. 
Although American fertilizers are not 


unknown, and although they are admitted 
free of duty in common with the fertil- 


izers from all other countries, they have 
not become popular. The planters are 
satisfied with the kinds they have been 


receiving from Europe, and as American 
fertilizers have never been seriously ad- 
vertised or demonstrated, planters do not 
care to make a change. If American 
manufacturers are in a position to sell 
their products at prices that compare 
favorably with those paid for the Euro- 
pean, and are willing to demonstrate the 
value of their goods, a good market for 
American fertilizers may in time be 
created.

Chinese Saltpeter Offered for Export 


An American who has recently been 
employed with the engineering depart- 
ment of the Standard Oi] Company at 
Pekin, China, states that he is in touch 
with certain Chinese who have secured a 
monopoly for the collection of saltpeter in 
three provinces. The attention of the 
promoters has been turned to a possible 
American market. -

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LONG STRUGGLE SURE 
OVER PHELAN BILL 


Navy Department and Oil Land Con- 
servationists Against Oil Claim- 
ants in California and Wyoming, 
the Line-up. 


IN DECEMBER—BUT— 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 1, 19i6. 
A battle between the Navy Department 
and the conservationists on the one hand, 
and the claimants to oil lands in Cali- 
fornia and Wyoming on the other, is ex- 
pected to materialize as soon as Congress 
meets, the first party endeavoring to pre- 
vent the passage of the Phelan oil lands 
leasing bill, and the second party. deter- 

mined that the bill shall become a law. 
The bill, which was reported from the 


Senate Committee on Public Lands fa- 
vorably to the Senate at the last session 
of Congress, contains proyisions which 
would enable claimamts of oil lands in 
California and elsewhere to obtain pat- 
ents or preferential leases to the claims 
which were developed by them before 
the lands were withdrawn from entry by 
executive order. There are naval oil re- 
serves in both California and Wyoming, 
and the Navy Department insists that it 
would be a great injury to the navy to 


permit the private development of any 
of the oil lands now contained in the 
naval reserves, in view of the tremen- 
dous amount of oil which the new ships 
of the navy require for fuel. 

The Phelan bill, so-called, is the Ferris 
bill as passed by the House, providing 
for the leasing by the government of 
coal, oil, phosphate, potassium and so- 
dium lands now im the public domain. 
The Senate Public Lands Committee, 
however, has materially amended _ the 
Ferris bill, among other things striking 
from the bill all mention of the coal 
lands. 


Daniels Opposing Passage of Bill. 
Gifford Pinchot, as a leading conserva- 
tionist, has made war on the Phelan bill, 
which he claims will dispose of great 
areas of public oil lands on terms which 


are not fair to the public who now, 
through the government, owns these 
lands. Secretary Daniels of the Navy 
Department, and other officials of that 
department will do all they can to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill, also. 

On the other hand, there is a strong 
demand from California and from other 
Western States for the enactment of a 


law which will permit the further devel- 
opment of the natural resources of the 
States, which are now tied up fast under 
government withdrawal from entry. Sen- 
ator Pflelan, the Democratic Senator 
from California, is insistent that the 
measure shall become a law. 

The part which the West—and particu- 
larly California—played in the recent 
national elections will give considerable 
weight to the demands of the legislators 
from that section of the country, it is 
believed, and the oil lands leasing bill is 
likely to be put through in 
spite of the protests of the conservation- 
ists.

Vast deposits of phosphate 
rock have been discovered in Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Utah and Wyoming. 

When the Senate was in the throes of 
the struggle to wind up its session amd 
get away from Washington for the cam- 
paign last fall, the Phelan bill, along 
with a number of other measures, in- 
cluding the immigration bill, was laid 
aside by the Democratic steering com- 
mittee, to be taken up for consideration 
at the coming session of Congress. Sena- 
tor Phelan, who insisted up to the very 
last that the bill should be passed be- 
fore the wind-up of the session, exacted 
promises that it should come up for con- 
sideration in December. With the rail- 
road situation as it is, and the President 
insisting upon further railroad legisla- 
tion, it appears doubtful that the Phelan 
Lill will be taken up in December, or that 
it can be reached at any tim@ during the

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MID-CONTINENT GASOLINE PRODUCERS 
ORGANIZE FOR TRADE BETTERMENT. 


At a récent meeting at Tulsa, Okla., for 
the purpose of organizing an association 
for the purpose of handling trade sub- 
jects arising in the mid-continent field, 
and particularly those relating to gaso- 
line, twenty-seven gasoline-producing 
firms, corporations and individuals were 
represented, including more than half the 
producers of casinghead gasoline in the 
mid-continent, 

At the meeting called for the special 
purpose of considering the recent reg- 
ulations of the Bureau of Explosives the 
representatives of the bureau suggested 


that as the regulations were national in 
scope that it might be well to have an 
organization of national character for 


the express purpose of considering ship- 
ping conditions. This met with approval, 
and a committee consisting of W. P. 
Donovan, Tulsa, of the gasoline depart- 
ment of the Gypsy Oil Company, chair- 
man; FE, N. Kerr, of the Riverside West- 
ern Oil Company, Tulsa, and G. L. Good- 
win, Santa Maria, Cal., of the Pinal 
Dome Oil Company, were appointed to 
formulate regulations which would be 
acceptable to the casinghead gasoline 
producers and submit them to the bureau 
at the earliest opportunity. 

[t was the unanimous opinion of those 
present that the present regulations im- 
pose unnecessary hardships on the refin- 
in that there is no basis by which 
vapor pressure can be taken. The rec- 
ommendation of the meeting, which will 
later be submitted by the committee 
along with other fecommendations, is 
that a basis of 10 pounds vapor pressure 
at 60 degree temperature be adopted with

an allowance of one pound for every 10 
degrees below 60 degrees. The represen- 
tatives of the bureau expressed them- 
selves as willing to accept this modifica- 
tion of the regulations and to recommend 
its acceptance by the full bureau and 
asked that it be submitted to casinghead 
gasoline producers in California, West 
Virginia and other States before final ac- 
tion is taken so that there will be no pro- 
test when the revision is made. This 
was agreed to and already the producers 
of California and other States have been 
written to and asked to make their views 
known to the committee. 

A committee on constitution and by- 
laws for the new association was chosen 
consisting of Frank Peterson, chairman; 
A. J. Phister and W. M. Welch, all of 
lulsa. This committee was instructed to 
prepare the eonstitution and by-laws at 
the earliest possible moment. It was de- 
cided that the scope of the organization 
should inelude all matters affecting the 
trade, and that any subject which would 
assist in standardizing the business would 
be proper for discussion, but no question 
in any way affecting prices or bearing on 
prices would be considered.

NATIONAL GRANGE WILL WORK HARD FOR 


INDUSTRIAL 


Washington, Dec. 1, 1916. 


The National Grange, during its conven- 

tion in Washington, went on record as 
favoring the enactment into law of the 
Casey bill, introduced in the House of 
Representatives, providing for the estab- 
lishment of an Industrial Alcohol Com- 
mission, to aid in developing the manu- 
facture of denatured alcohol from mate- 
rial that now goes to waste on the farms 
of the country. 

The Casey bill, which was offered in tne 
House last July, is now before the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture of the House, ana 
the National Grange, the most powerful 
farmers’ organization in the country, in- 
tends to seek a favorable report on the 
measure from that committee. 

The proposed Industrial Alcohol Com- 
mission is to be under the general direc- 
tion of the Secretary of Agriculture. This 
commission, which is to be composed of 
three men, is to aid in developing de- 
natured alcohol production tn farm distil- 
leries, and in developing the use of de- 
natured alcohol for light, heat and power 
and other industrial purposes. 

The purposes for which the commission 
is to be created are set forth as follows:— 

To establish a bureau of information and 
educational publicity covering all the 
questions relating to Industrial alcohol. 

To conduct experimental and research 
work in the industrial uses of alcohol

To build and operate for demonstration 
purnoeses one or more industrial alcohod 
distillery plants of each of the following 
classes:—Central distilleries for the manu 
facture of high-proof alcohol in one unit:

Concessions for Oil Docks at Peru- 
vian Ports.

Atkins Oil Land Patent Case Decided 
Against U. S. By Supreme 
Court. 


Washington, Dec. 1, 1916. 

In the Thomas Atkins case Justice Staf- 
ford of the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia has rendered an cpinion and 
signed a decree enjoining the Secretary of 
the Interior from canceling allotment pat- 
ents issued to Thomas Atkins. In view 
of this action the Department of the In- 
terior will now be forced to depend upon 
the proceedings heretofore instituted in 
the courts of the eastern district of Okla- 
homa in questioning the rights obtained 
under the Thomas Atkins allotment. 

In rendering his opinion today, Mr. Jus- 

tice Stafford held that the provision of 
section 5 of the act of April 26, 1906, in- 
cluded patents issued and recorded prior 
to the date of that act, and the court 
finds that on the agreed statement of 
facts that the proceedings relicd upon as 
taking the case out of section 5 of the 
act did not amount to a test within the 
meaning of the provision, and tnat, as a 
consequence, the legal title of both the 
United States and the Creek Nation have 
passed out with the recording of the pat- 
ent on the Thomas Atkins allctment. 
It has not yet been determined whether 
the government will appeal the case to 
the Court of Appeals of the District ¢1 
Columbia or will abide by the decision 
and resume litigation in the courts of the 
eastern district of Oklahoma.

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


MINNEAPOLIS. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 29. 
As far as the Minneapolis flaxseed 
market is concerned there is very little 
feature to the situation. A ready de- 
mand prevails for the best seed and all 
grades are cleaned up in good shape 
Prices are considerably stronger com- 
pared with the Duluth December future, 
mainly because of the very strong tone 
of the May future, which gained on the 


cash future sharply. Minneapolis bids to 


the country are the best at present and 
the movement is gradually being diverted 
in this direction, but it seems that a 
lot of seed was contracted for to be de- 
livered in Duluth for shipment down the 
lakes, and as a result the receipts at 
Duluth are very heavy compared with 
the local in movement. Today a cargo 
of 445,000 bushels was shipped down the 
lakes and before the last boat leaves the 


stocks at the head of the lakes will prac- 


tically be depleted, in spite of the fact 
that they are much heavier than they 
were in years gone by. 3esides the ship- 
ments shown in the records there are 


several big cargoes now loading that will 


be cleared some time this week. 

There is a fairly large proportion of 
good sced in the local receipts and as 
the movement to Duluth falls off this 
proportion is growing. A considerable 
amount of the daily receipts here are ap- 
plied on sales to arrive, and spot of- 
ferings are very moderate. On Tuesday 
of this week only three cars were for 
sale on spot. 

The movement of seed in the country 
is extremely light in some sections and 
brings down the average to moderate to- 
tals. It is estimated that 85 per cent. of 
the portion of the crop to be marketed 
has left the farmers’ hands and a very 
light movement is looked for after the 
holidays. Country elevators hold a large 
amount of flax that will be shipped as 
soon as cars are available. The car sup- 
ply is yet very slim and congestion at 
terminals is resulting in much grain be- 


ing held back on side tracks in the coun- 
try. There will be a rush as soon as 
this supply is loosened up, but the trade 
is in pretty good shape to handle offer- 
ings. Locally the seed has been con- 
verted into oil rather feverishly and 
room made for fresh purchases, Part of 
the anxiety of the crushers to make room 
was due to the fact that a lot of seed 
is expected on to arrive sales. Much of 
this seed is being held back and finds its 
way to market slowly on account of the 
railroad conditions. This feature is not 
at all objectionable to the crushers as 
yet. Fresh sales to arrivé are light, but 
increasing.

“Do not cpen until Christmas 

Insure valuable parcels. 

Written inscriptions, such as ‘Merry 
Christmas,” ‘“‘Happy New Year,” “With 
Best Wishes,” and numbers, names or 
letters for purpose of description, are 
permissible additions to fourth-class (par- 
cel post) mail. Books may bear simple 
dedicatory inscriptions not of a personal

nature. Other written additions subject 
parcels to letter postage. Communica- 





tions prepaid at first-class rate may be 
sent with parcels prepaid at fourth-class 
rate, provided they are placed in envel- 


opes securely attached to outside of par- 
cels,

ers other than postage stamps, on the ad- 
dress side of mail matter, as such mat- 
ter is thereby rendered unmailable.

Customs Appraisers’ Decisions.

Weight of Olive Oil. 
The protest entered by Jose Llopis, New 


York, was sustained by the General 
Board of Appraisers in the payment of 
duty on 676 gallons of olive oil, aceord- 
ing to the collector’s assessment instead 
of 613 gallons. Appraiser Hay, who 
wrote the opinion of the board, said:— 
“The only question raised by this pro- 
test is the amount of olive oil upon 


which the importer should pay duty. It 
was invoiced and entered at 5,116 pounds, 
or 676 gallons, According to the weigher's 
return which is forwarded by the col- 
lector as a part of the record there were 
9,114.67 pounds, or 676 gallons. The col- 
lector required the importer to label the 
cans; 1,160 cans as containing one quart 
each and 580 cans as containing two 
quarts, seven ounces each, which is ap- 
proximately €13 gallons. The collector 
liquidated the entry upon the basis of 
entered weight and the weight of the 
weigher’s return. 

The Food and Drugs act of June 30, 
1906 (34 Stat., 768) as amended by the act 
of March 3, 1913 (87 Stat., 732) required 
that packages containing merchandise of 
this character should be labeled stating 
ihe exact amount which each package 
contains. The protest is therefore sus- 
tained and the collector directed to re- 
liquidate the entry assessing the duty 
upon the amount of olive oil which he re- 
quired the importer to label his cans as 
containing.”

of basic sulphate are said to have got 
hold of a quantity of lead ore at favor- 
able prices and consumers of the pig- 
ment were given the advantage of this 
in the way of lower prices for the 
latter. The inside price for round lots 
is now held at 84c. per pound, which 
represents a decline of 4c. per pound 
from the price formerly effective. 

RED LEAD.—Another week of un- 
changed prices is reported for red lead, 
and this is true both of the dry prod- 
uct and that ground in oil. There is a 
steady call for stocks from the various 
consuming trades, and round lots of 
dry red lead are quoted at 9%c. per 
pound. Red lead in oil is offered on 
a basis of 10%c. per pound to buyers 
of large amounts. Smaller lots are ar- 
ranged on a quantity basis. There is 
not much feature to current trading, 
but stocks are rather small, and this 
adds to the strength of the market. 

LITHARGE.—Routine deliveries are 
being made to different trades, and the 
total movement to consumption is sea- 
sonable. Market quotations are on a 
steady though unchanged basis. On 
round lots the best price named is 
9%4c, per pound. There is practically 
mo call for small lots and deliveries 
to the manufacturing trades account 
for moat all the activity. 


ORANGE MINERAL.—The move- 
ment of orange mineral is not so heavy 
as that of other lead pigments, but 
this is a normal condition and has no 
bearing on the present situation. 
Prices are holding at formerly estab- 
lished levels, with the lowest price at 
l2c, per pound and some sellers asking 
l24%ec. per pound. 

SPELTER.—There was not much of 
importance in the market this week, 
but prices were still inclined to go to 
higher levels, and closing prices as 
compared with those of a week ago 
showed an advance.

Chalk may be included in 
the latter class, and this in turn has 
a depressing effect on domestic mar- 
kets for whiting and putty. 
BARYTES.—The current week was 
devoid of new features as referred to 
barytes. Many consumers in this 
country are covered on contracts and 
are receiving regular deliveries against 
these contracts, This takes up a good 
part of the production, and consump- 
tion is said to have shown consider- 
able gain over preceding years. Some 
export call for domestic barytes also 
is noted, and this serves to widen the 
demand. Imported grades are largely 
nominal, though offerings are on the 
market from time to time with values 
around $38@40 per ton. Domestic 
grades are quoted at $25@35 per ton 
and off-grades are held at $22 per ton. 
BRONZE POWDER. — Producing 
costs are said to have caused a 
steadier tone to prices and there is a 
fair demand from different sources.

PUTTY.—Recent reports on this ma-

Demand for putty 
this season has been unusually active, 
and, while this could be taken care of 
up to a certain point, it was inevitable 
that the preponderance of demand 
over supply should assert itself. At 
present many sellers of putty are 
merely taking care of the orders they 
already carry and will not take on 
new business.

WHITING.—Reference to the condi- 
tions which prevail in this market 
have been made in the above para- 
graph, Offerings are limited and new 
business is practically at a standstill 
owing to the scarcity of stocks, Some 
grinders are taking care of contracts 
in rairly normal way, but the call for 
supplies is too heavy to be satisfied 
by the visible supplies. 

GLUES. 

Some manufacturers of glue are re- 
ported to have been jin the market for 
raw materials and to have paid unusu- 
ally high prices to secure them. This 
condition is reflected in the case of the 
finished products, as stocks of the lat- 
ter are scarce and prices are at record 
levels. In many cases it is impossible 
to give any quotation and guarantee 
that buyers could secure supplies at 
that figure. Large manufacturers are 
well sold ahead, and are finding trouble 


in getting enough material to make 
good on their contracts. Imported 


grades do not change in position, which 
means that supplies are very small and 
prices nominal. 


VARNISH GUMS, 

A scarcity of ocean freights is report- 
ed as affecting shipments from Singa- 
port and Batavia, and this lends 
strength to the market for damar gums, 
though no changes were noted during 
the week. Freights are said to be 
booked for higher levels, and if this 
proves to be the case prices for gum 
laid down at New York probably will 
be strengthened.

Petroleum Market and Review 


Saturday Noon, Dec. 2, 1916. 
The expected and long prophesied 
has come to pass and mid-continent 


crude oil prices have been marked up 
—November 29—10 cents, bringing the 
price to $1 a barrel. 

North Texas followed suit on Friday 
with an advance of 10 cents a barrel, 
and in view of premiums of 40@50 
cents a barrel in the East it would ap- 
pear that the next change may come 
in Pennsylvania, although it is expect- 
ed that another increase may be reg- 
isterel in mid-continent grades within 
a fortnight. 


As Texas crude follows the fluctua- 
tions of Kansas-Oklahoma, the shift 
there was to be expected, and both 


Texas and Wyoming conditions should 
be benefited by the advance in mid- 
continent. 

With a large proportion of failures re- 
ported among the 1,665 completions for 
the month of November, and the 
greatest proportion in West Virginia, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and the Gulf Coast, 


it would appear that something more 
may be expected. The production 
also shows a decrease of more than 
27,000 barrels, as compared with the 
new production for October, of which 
Oklahoma alone recorded a decrease of 
more than 9,509 barrels of crude. In 
Cushing the crude is selling at a pre- 
mium of from 55 to 60 cents above the 
posted rate, owing to its high gaso- 
line content.

REFINED PRODUCTS. 

The most interesting situation in the 
market for refined products is that 
shown by fuel oil. Prices are adyanc- 
ing rapidly as the demand increases, 
for the reasons stated in last week's 
Reporter. The demand has increased 
at such a rate because of the require- 
ments of steamships, internal combus- 
tion engines and makers of “water 
gas” that refineries in Oil City and 
vicinity are now turning away orders 
and are booking orders for future de- 
liveries that will carry them well into 


next year. The coal shortage has been 
felt in the steel refineries, Owing to 
car shortage, and this has also been 
reflected in the increased demand for 
fuel oil. 

On the Pacific coast fuel oil has been 


advanced to $1.10 a barrel, Los Angeles 
delivery at the tanks, with proportion- 
ate prices for deliveries at other coast 
points. Gasoline in cases has advance d 


to 27 cents a gallon to the consumer 


there, with bulk gasoline holding firm at 
19 cents. Water white kerosene is up a 


half cent to 17 cents a gallon in cases; 
stove distillate igs selling at 44% cents— 
up a half cent, and furnace distillate 
is delivered by Los Angeles tank wag- 
ons at 3% cents. Engine distillate sells 
there at 17 cents in cases and 9% cents 
in bulk.

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Government Hard Pressed to Keep 
Chemists—Private Employ 
More Profitable. 


Washington, Dec. 1, 1916 


Unele Sam is having a hard time keep- 
ing capable young chemists On the job 
in the various bureaus of the Deparrt- 


ment of Agriculture and other depart- 
ments employing chemists, owing to th: 
lemand for chemists in the manu- 
facturing world since the importation of 
dyesuiffs and chemicals from Europe was 
cut off by the outbreak of the war. Hun- 
dreds of chemists have been added to 
the rolls of dye manufacturing compa- 
nies. The tremendous increase in the 
manufacture of explosives for use in the 
armies of Europe has also called many 
of the government chemists into private 
work. 

The government does not pay its chem- 
ists any too well Young men enter the 
srevice at $1,200 and if they do well re- 
ceive increases in pay fairly rapidly up 
to $1,800 a year. ‘Then the promotion be- 
comes slower and slower, and unless a 
man particularly distinguishes himself, 
he is not likely to reach the $3,000 mark 
for years to come. The $3,000 mark has 
been set as a basis of compensation of 
a successful chemist by the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, So the younger 
men in the government service are con- 
stantly going into private concerns 

The Department of Agriculture pays its 
chemists out of a lump sum appropria- 
tion. The Secretary of Agriculture de- 
termines how much a chemist is to re- 
ceive, but he is limited by law not to 
pay more than 4,500 a year to any chem- 
ist. Very few, indeed, receive that 
amount. The heads of laboratories re- 
ceive $5,000 te H.W a year. Few of these 
men, it is found, resign to go into private 
employment,

State Narcotic Commission to Begin 
Hearings in This 
City Today. 
Albany, Dec. 1, 1916. 

Next Monday, Senator George H. Whit- 
ney of Mechanicville, with other mem- 
bers of the joint legislative committee 
appointed at the last session, will start 
the investigation into the narcotic drug 
situation in New York State. ‘The first 
meeting of the committee will take place 
in New York City, either in the Board 
of Estimate room or at the headquarters 
of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation. Other meetings will be 
held during the month in Albany and 
Buffalo. 

The resolution under which the commit- 
tee is to act sets forth that it is “to in- 
vestigate and examine into the laws of 
the State in relation to the distribution 
and sale of habit-forming drugs, the 
manner in which such laws are enforced, 
the laws of other States and jurisdictions 
upon the subject, and the measures which 
should be taken whereby the restrictions 
upon the distribution and sale of such 
drugs may be more effectively enforced.” 

The committee will be clothed with the 
power to subpoena and compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses, and to require the 
production of books and papers. It must 


report to the next Legislature before 
February 1, including with its report 
such recommendations as to legislation 


as it may deem proper, The Legislature 
appropriated the sum of $5,000 to cover 
its expenses, 

Senator Whitney, who is chairman of 
the joint legislative committee, speaking 
of the forthcoming inquiry, said to your 
correspondent :— 

“We hope to go into this matter pretty 
thoroughly, and to learn, if possible, the 
scurces from which the public is getting 
its supply of narcotics. When we have 
completed our work, we expect to be able 
to recommend legislation that will curb, 
and eventually wipe out, this growing 
evil, in so far as the State can effect such 
a result. We also hope to investigate 
the method of treatment of the addicts, 
and the results brought about by the 
different methods, and to recommend 
something along that line.”

This list indicates that the cost of 
manufacturing in material and labor in- 
creased from 40 to 500 per cent. Did the 
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take a loss, and if the latter is true, will 
he be content to continue or will he ad- 
vance his prices? As business men we 
must expect an advance. 

Now, let us compare prices of the 
manufacturer’s material as shown in the 
two-column table at the foot of this 
page 

You will observe the advances of your 
raw material ranges from 20 to 400 per 
cent You will also notice, by compari- 
son, that the manufacturer did absorb 
a large part of the advance in every 
single item, and, as stated before, it {s 
not reasonable to assume that these busi- 
ness men will continue to do this. 


Still Higher Prices in 1917. 

As the price of lead, zine and linseed 
oil will rule as high, if not higher, than 
1916, and as all chemicals are high, it 
must be assumed by you gentlemen that 
you will face still higher prices for your 
materials in 1917. You camnot expect the 
manufacturer to continue selling you and 
taking a loss on his commodities. He 
must advance his prices. 

Now to sum your own situation. Lead, 
zine and linseed oil are the big items of 
your consumption, together with colors 
in oil, and these items are now averag- 
ing 66 per cent. more than they did two 
years ago. In other words, two years 
ago your average gallon of paint, mixed 
on the job, cost you about $1.75. 

You cannot make it now for less than 
$2.50, and I believe $3 will be nearer the 
figure next spring. 

Labor, getting back to my opening re- 
mark—Philadelphia’s exacting custom of 
best material and skilled labor, you are 
paying 12% per cent. increase in labor 
from a dollar and cents point of view, 
but is that all? I think not, if I am any 
judge of the labor market in and about 
Philadelphia, and I believe I am. The 
very fact of there being a shortage of 
labor creates an independent unrest 
among the workmen. They will not take 
orders and instructions as cheerfully as 
they did a few years ago. They will not 
stand urging or hurrying. In fact, if 
you even look cross at any of your work- 
men they will quit the job and go to 
your competitor, who will immediately 
put them to work to fill the vacancy of 
some who have just left under the same 
conditions, and to prevent this shifting 
about vou as master painters have to 
stand for it. Therefore, there is a gen- 
eral let-down in efficiency as to produc- 
tion, your only hope being to give your 
client a good job even if it takes more 
labor. I figure the labor loss or efficiency 
loss cciservatively at 20 per cent. There- 
fore, your labor is costing you not 1214 
per cent. more but 32% per cent. Have 
you thought about this? 

32 Per Cent. Increase for Labor. 

Some of my friends, in rough estimat- 
ing. figure that & kept a workman on 
the job one day, that is, $6 paid labor, 
material. over-head and profit for each 
man day. I believe it did a few years 
ago, but not now If you them figured 
%2 for material and $4 for labor, over- 
head and profit, now you must figure 
2.35 for material (or 66 per cent. in- 
crease) and $5.30 for labor, over-head and 
profit (or 32 per cent. increase), a total 
of $8.65 for each man day, and that is 
only a difference of 45 per cent. Under- 
stand, this figure would only give you 
your increase in actual material; your 
labor and your overhead and your profit 
would be the same, if any. Please under- 
stand I am not advocating this method 
of estimating. It is only a rough check, 
but it suggests some questions. 

Did vou master painters get 45 to 6 per 
cent. more for your work during 1916 
than 1914? If not, you robbed your own 
families and you were unfair competi- 
tors 

I believe 95 per cent. of the master 
painters of Philadelphia are very skilled 
mechanics, and I believe 9 per cent. of 
you are poor business men. You are all 
applying yourselves, you work long and 
diligentlv—have you made any real 
money during the last two years? If 
not, then vou are not a good business 
man, and I am right in my statement. 

No class of men can command the re- 
spect of the commercial world until it 
can be said of its individual member- 
ship:—'He charges fair prices, turns out

The feature was an advance of 
per pound in gum opium on Saturday, 
due to the-shrinkage in spot holdings.

With purchasing operations restrict- 
ed to actual needs only, the price 
movement in the wholesale drug mar- 
ket during the past week was irregu- 
lar, Offerings by second hands were 
more numerous, which had a tendency 
to unsettle prices for such commodi- 
ties as cod liver oil, lycopodium, can- 
tharides and quicksilver. In most in- 
Stances cheap lots were readily ab- 
sorbed. The matter of freights re- 
ceived more than ordinary attention, 
especially as regards shipments from 
the Far East. Japanese products were 
particularly firm on this account, high- 
er prices obtaining at the close for 
camphor and Japan wax and menthol. 
The strength in camphor failed to 
change the ideas of American produc- 
ers, although the undertone of the 
market was somewhat firmer. Men- 
thol was advanced in sympathy with 
primary markets. Sugar of milk was 
firmer, spot offerings being moderate.

Production of benzol and toluol is 
well sold ahead, at least so far as 
leading factors are concerned, and 


while some price shading has been go- 
ing on of late the tone of the market 
at the close is firmer. 

There was a good inquiry for wood 
alcohol, but no further price changes 
were reported.

The cotton industry holds out engaging 
opportunities for chemical research.

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H. S. CHATFIELD SAILS TO SECURE RELEASB 
OF SHELLAC HELD BY ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 


H. S. Chatfield, secretary of the United 
States Shellac Importers’ Association, 
and president of the New York Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Club, has sailed for 
Italy to reach an agreement with the 
Italian Government for the release of the 
shellac cargo of the steamer Sturm- 
fels.

to shellac importers in this country 
Before she had traversed the Red Sea,

Caustic soda and soda ash have con- 
tinued in upward tendency during the 
interval. Dealers report an active in- 
quiry for both items and the move- 
ment has been great enough to reduce 
supplies in hands. Heavy ex- 
port and domestic purchases earlier in 
the season have taxed the capacity of 
producers, and none of these interests 
are in a position to accept new busi- 
ness for delivery over 1917. Bleaching 
powder is stronger under an improved 
demand for domestic account. This 
means that large drums are moving 
more freely on home account, and buy- 
ers have advanced their views to 
cure immediate shipment. Small 
port drums are still on 
and prices are commanding about one

Some of these goods are said to 
be off color, and this is accountable 
for the low prices quoted in the 
open market. Nitric acid is firm, 
with former’ prices. still current. 


Oleum 20 per cent. is commanding full 
prices, with demand showing more ac- 
tivity. White granular sal ammoniac 
high test is in very limited supply for 
immediate shipments. It is asserted 
that domestic producers are behind on 
contracts, and that some have pur- 
chased in the open market to meet 
contract requirements. Resale lots of 


chlorate of potash have commanded 
slightly higher figures, and it is be- 
lieved that second hand stocks are 


limited. Calcined carbonate of potash 
80@85 per cent. is easier, with offerings 
on spot showing a slight increase. 
Caustic potash 88@92 per cent. is firmer 
on spot, with offerings very light. 
Commercial white powdered arsenic is 
holding at the advance noted in our 
previous report. Small lots of red ar- 
senic are obtainable at 65c. a pound on 
spot. Blue vitriol is firm on account 
of foreign demand, and the strength of 
copper. Tin oxide has been advanced 
in sympathy with the metal market. 
Below is a detailed market report of 
the principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the Liverpool chem- 
ical market:— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—No fur- 
ther change in prices has been record- 
ed since the advance noted in our re- 
port last week. The tone of the mar- 
ket is firmer in sympathy with other 
sodas. Producers quote the market 
for car lots, prompt shipment, at 1%c. 
in barrels and 2c. in kegs. A premium 
of 1-5c. is exacted by producers for de- 
liveries in this territory, less the usual 
discount terms. The contract prices 
for 1917 shipment is held at 1.65c. for 
barrels and 1.75c, for kegs. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—A firmer 
feeling has characterized this market. 
Domestic demand is improving and a 
better movement is noted for miscel- 
laneous consuming requirements, 
Large drums are quoted at 4@5ic. a 
pound, and small drums for export at 
6@7c. a pound. Export inquiry is re- 
ported active, and the general market 
appears to be slated for higher levels. 
Producers are heavily sold ahead. 

CAUSTIC SODA. — A _ continued 
steady inquiry for this item has cre- 
ated a decidedly firmer feeling on spot 
and week-end prices are higher. 
Heavy export purchases for delivery 
over next year will tax the capacity of 
producers, and these interests are not 
in a position to accept any more new 
business for 1917 shipment at the mo- 
ment. Spot 76 per cent, is quoted at 
13%,c. per pound flat. 

SAL SODA.—Higher prices are being 
named by producers for this grade of 
soda. The higher cost of manufacture 
brought about by the strength in soda 
ash is the reason attributed for the 
upward revision in prices. Contracts 
are quoted at 14c. a pound in kegs and 
1.10c, in barrels or bags. 

SODA ASH.—The strong position of 
this market has been maintained dur- 
ing the interval. Spot offerings of 
light 58 per cent. at 3%c. flat are prov- 
ing attractive, and a fair movement of 


spot goods is reported. Heavy ship- 
ments against old contract specifica- 


tions and heavy bookings over 1917 are 
restricting the amount of goods reach- 
ing second hands. Future prices are 
entirely nominal. 


ACIDS, 


ACETIC.—Export demand is. sstill 
keeping the spot prices of the higher 
tests at figures relatively above those 
of the 28 per cent. grade. Contracts 
for 28 per cent. are quoted 3144@4c. per 
pound. The 56 per cent. is held at 7@ 
Sc, asked per pound, and the glacial 
99 per cent. at 19@25c. per pound. 

MURIATIC.—Former prices may-be 
repeated for the different grades of this 
acid on spot. Large quantities for ship- 
ment can probably be booked at more 
favorable figures. The 18-degree grade 
closed at 1%c. per pound; 20 degrees, 
2c., and 22 degrees 24,@2%c., according 
to seller and quantity. 

NITRIC.—Spot 42 degrees is quoted 
at 16%4c. per pound in carboys on spot, 
and can be bought in a large way at 6c. 
Demand is reported fair, with a steady 
movement noted against old contracts. 
Aqua fortis is quoted 4c. per pound 
under pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—Arrival of foreign goods 
have been freer of late, and the market 
has shown an easier tone under more 
competitive selling. It is stated that the 
acid coming in which is termed Dutch 
in the trade is of various qualities, some 
being rather poor. Sellers quote the 
spot market at 54@58c. a pound, ac- 
cording to grade. Importations during 
September amounted to 62,100 pounds, 
valued at $30,096, compared with 34,733 
pounds, valued at $8,451, for the same 
month in 1915. 


SULPHURIC.—Export shipments dur- 
ing September amounted to 1,236,702 
pounds, valued at $28,138, compared 
with 8,414,109 pounds, valued at $93,664, 
for the same month last year. Exports 
for nine months ending September 30 
were 53,919,218 pounds, valued at $1,- 
631,985, compared with 63,451,575 
pounds, valued at $774,872, and 7,057,802 
pounds, valued at $70,705, for corres- 
sponding periods in 1915 and 1914, re- 
spectively. Former quotations are still 
current, and production seems to be 
finding a ready consuming outlet. Con- 
tracts of 66 degrees can be booked at 
$27 per ton. Small lots of 66 degrees 
are Obtainable at 1%c. per pound on 
spot. The 60-degree grade can be pur- 
chased around lic. per pound for prompt 
shipment. Oleum is held at 2c. per 
pound, but is showing a firmer tone. 

Our Baltimore correspondents writes:— 


The demand at Baltimore for sulphuric acid 
is reported to be quite active, and stocks are 
being taken up with some freedom, The trend 
of prices in the last week or so has_ been 
sharply upward as a consequence, and the 
producers incline to the belief that the quota- 
tions will go up still more. The inquiry is 
chiefly for the higher grades of acid, fertilizer 
manufacturers finding it advantageous to buy 
these grades becauses they permit a saving on 
the freight rates. The powder makers are also 
in the market, and the brisk inquiry for hign 
grade acid has caused some of these munition 
manufacturers to place orders for the lower 
grades, which are afterward concentrated, in 
order that there might be no delay in delivery. 
Under the influence of the prevailing spurt 66- 
degree acid has worked up to $26 per ton, 
sales having actually been made at this figure. 
while quotations of $28 have been submitted 
to some of the inquiries, with fair prospect 
that business will result. The quotations on 
@0-degree acid are around $18, and the only 
grade that has not moved up along with the 
rest is S0-degree acid, which remains at $10, 
though, if present conditions continue, it may 
also be affected by the rise. 


TARTARIC.—Resale lots through sec- 
ond hands have been offered at 68c. a 
pound for crystals and 64c. for pow- 
dered. The manufacturers’ price is 66c, 
a pound for crystals and 65c. for pow- 
dered. Cream of tartar is unchanged, 
and quoted by first hands at 40c. 
pound. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Leading sell- 
ers continue to quote $3.50@3.55 a 
pound for this material on contract, ac- 
cording to quantity. Spot offerings are 
light through second hands, with prices 
nominal. 

ALUM.—A moderate movement of 
goods is reported at former prices. The 
color, paint and miscel'aneous consum- 
ing industries are showing reasonable 
interest, and the undertone of the gen- 
eral market may be called steady. 
Chrome alum is quoted at 26@30c. per 





pound. Dealers quote 4@4%c, for am- 
menia and 6@6%4c. for potash lump 
alum. Sulphate of alumina ranges from 


2c. to 4c. a pound, according to grade. 

ARSENIC.—Importations during Sep- 
tember amounted to 652,259 pounds, 
valued at $4,452, compared with 232,820 
pounds, valued at $8,376, for the same 
month last year. Imports for nine 
months ending September 30 were 
1,712,971 pounds, valued at $92,969, com- 
pared with 2,655,334 pounds, valued at 
$120,767, in 1915, and 3,171,867 pounds, 
valued at $126,805, in 1914. The spot 
market remaips firm, with leading deal- 
ers quoting 74@7%c. a pound for imme. 
diate delivery. Export buying of late 
has reduced available spot stocks to a 
very low state. It appears as though 
certain domestic consumers have over- 
stayed the market.
